Summary of reasons for decision: 

















The Blu-ray disc contains a feature and two related components which were originally examined 
on DVD and the decision registered 31 May 2012 (OFLC Ref. 1200413). The DVD was 
classified "Unrestricted: Suitable for mature audiences 16 years of age and over" and assigned the 
descriptive note "Contains offensive language, sexual references and dmg use". 

The running time of the Blu-ray feature differs slightly to the DVD feature due to the nature of 
the different mediums, but is otherwise identical. The extra components on the Blu-ray include a 
gag reel, and a component entitled 'Wanderlust The Bizarro Cut.' This component comprises 
extended, deleted, and alternative scenes filmed at the same time as the feature. 

The sexual content, highly offensive language, and violence (including a fleeting sight-gag about 
proposed self-harm) in the extra components on the Blu-ray disc are of the same frank and 
provocative nature as that on the DVD. They are clearly intended to be humorous and satirical 
and are unlikely to be injurious to the public good, but more suitable for mature viewers. 
Consequently the Blu-ray version of'Wanderlust' can be released with the same classification, and 
descriptive note, currently assigned to the DVD version.
